New Y'ork, Feb. 13.— President Taft 
brought his celebration of Lincoln's 
birthday to a close here with a po­ 
litical speech to the Republican club, 
in which he declared that it was his 
belief 
th At 
Republicans 
would 
tri­ 
umph next November and defined his 
opinion of those of his own political 
faith who tall themselves progressives 
but who, according to the president, 
"are political emotionalists or neu­ 
rotics.” 
His speech came almost at the end 
of a strenuous day that took him to 
Newark and Orange, N. J., and gave 
him six hours in New York to attend 
the political dinner and drop in at ban­ 
quets of the Retail Dry Goods asso 
elation and the Graduates' club. 
While at the banquet of the Repub­ 
lican club the president received tele­ 
grams assuring him that two dele­ 
gates to the Republican national con­ 
vention from the Eighth Virginia con­ 
gressional district aud two more from 
Alaska, ail pledged to support him, 
had been elected. 
Another telegram 
assured the president that the Colo­ 
rado Republican state central commit­ 
tee had declared for him by a vote of 
IM to IO. 
Most of the prominent leaders of the 
party in the state were present at the 
banquet. 
At the guest 
table were 
former United States Senator Chauu 
cey AI. Depew, State Chairman W ill­ 
iam Barnes. Jr., Timothy L. Woodruff, 
S. S. Koenig, president of the New

Takes Fling at Democrats. 


The president attacked the DemcE 
©rats especially for their proposition 
to reduce the United States army by 
eliminating one-third its cavalry and 
by departing "from the time honored 
policy of adding each year two new 
battleships to the navy.” 
For nine reasons, the president said, 
the Republican party could be regard­ 
ed as the party of progress. 
That 
party, he said, had provided for the 
"close regulation of corporations given 
privileges by the state;” had passed 
end amended the interstate commerce 
act, the employers’ liability law and 
a law for a mining bureau; had pro­ 
vided for workmen’s compensation and 
mediation between railroads and their 
employes. 
It was willing, he added, to 
perfect the judicial procedure of the 
federal courts, would revise the tariff 
lr. accordance with sound principles of 
economics, had advanced a policy of 
conservation 
and 
stood 
for 
world 
peace. 
The president was given a big dem­ 
onstration when he arose to speak at 
the Republican club banquet and the 
main points of his speech were liber­ 
ally applauded. Toastmaster Bannard, 
who had been alluding to Honest Abe 
Lincoln, introduced the president as 
"Honest Bill Taft, the head of our 
party.” 
This started the cheering, 
which redoubled in volume as the 
president arose.

Amendment 
to 
Constitution 
Intro­ 
duced in Senate. 
Washington, Feb. 13.—Senator Reed 
of Missouri introduced his anti-third 
term amendment to the Constitution 
prohibiting the re-election of any per­ 
son as president who has served two 
terms or one term and part of another. 
After being read it was laid on the 
table for later consideration. 


Peking, Feb. 13.—The legations con­ 
sider that the first phase of the revo­ 
lution has been concluded with the 
abdication of the Manchu dynasty, but 
they fear that the second may be more 
disastrous. The legations will deal un­ 
officially with Yuan Shi Kal’s gevern- 
ment until it is recognized. 
The Peking authorities are taking 
military precautions, but there have 
been no disorders in the capital. 
It 
is expecter however, that disorders 
will occur throughout 
the interior. 
The 
imperial 
army 
under General 
Chang Hsun, after sacking Suchowfu, 
Anhwei province, have for the most 
part dispersed, laden with loot and 
carrying off their arms and ammuni­ 
tion. 
The United 
States protected 
cruiser 
Cincinnati 
has 
gone 
from 
Shanghai to 
Tengchowfu, Shantung 
province, at the request of American 
missionaries, who fear the town may 
be sacked. 
The publication of the edicts has 
given temporary relief to every one in 
Peking, both foreigners and Chinese. 
The arrangement is considered to be a 
skilful compromise, but it is believed 
that the terms will satisfy the Repub­ 
licans. 
One of the edicts provides 
that the terms shail be communicated 
to the foreign legations for transmis­ 
sion to their respective governments, 
the object being to record worldwide 
the republican pledges. 


Throne Bees W ill ef Heaven. 


The text of the first imperial edict 
issued by the throne is as follows: 
“ We, the emperor of Chin*, have re­ 
spectfully received the following edict 
from the bauds of her majesty, the 
dowager empress; 
“ In consequence of the uprising of 
the republican army, to which the 
people of the province of China have 
responded, the empire is seething like 
a boiling caldron and the people are 
plunged into misery. 
‘ Yuan Shi Kai was therefore com­ 
manded to dispatch commissioners in 
order to confer with the republicans 
with a view to the calling of a nation­ 
al assembly to decide on the future 
form of government. 
Months have 
elapsed and no settlement now is evi­ 
dent. 


“ The majority of the people are in 
favor of a republic. 
From the prefer­ 
ence of the people’s hearts the will of 
heaven is discernible. 
How could we 
oppose the desires of millions for the 
glory of one family? 
“ Therefore, we, the dowager em­ 
press and the emperor, hereby vest 
the sovereignty of the Chinese empire 
in the people. 
“ Ivet Yuun Sh! Kal organize to the 
full powers of the provisional repub­ 
lican government and confer with the 
republicans as to the 
methods of 
union, assuring peace in the empire 
and forming a great republic with the 
union of Manchus, Chinese and Mon­ 
gols, Mohammedans and Tibetans.”

Peking, Feb. 13.—After three cen­ 
turies of absolute rule the Manchu 
dynasty yielded up its power and ab­ 
dicated the throne of China in favor 
of a representative form of govern­ 
ment. 
This was proclaimed In three 
simultaneous 
edicts, 
the 
first 
an­ 
nouncing abdication; the second de­ 
claring that the throne accepted the 
republic, while the third approved all 
the conditions agreed upon by Pre­ 
mier Yuan Shi Kai and the republic­ 
ans. 
The 
abdication 
of 
the 
Chinese 
throne by Pu Yi, the child emperor, 
brings to an end the powerful Manchu 
dynasty, which has reigned in China 
since 1644. 
The boy ruler has been 
on the throne since Nov. 14. 1808, 
when the emperor, Kwang Su, his 
uncle, died 
His father, Prince Chun, 
was appointed regent and was the 
chief figure in China for three years.

W eather Record an Argument. 


The w eather record o f past Inaugura­ 
tions is a standing argum ent for a 
change of date.

and 
piercing 
winds. 
That no president has met his 
death as a direct result of exposure at 
an 
inauguration 
seem s 
astonishing 
when this record is rend. 
Ordinarily 
a president takes the oath of office on 
the steps o f the capitol and also stands 
there w hile he delivers his inaugural 
address. 
During a part o f the cerem o­ 
nies he is bareheaded. 
Not only is the 
Incoming president taking a risk. but 
also many high officials o f the govern 
merit who are in attendance, notably 
the chief Justice o f the United States, 
who adm inisters the oath and who is 
usually a man of advanced years. 
On 
a few occasions It lins been necessary 
because of th e violence o f the weather 
to hold the cerem onies in tire senate 
chamber, the public thus being denied 
a view. 
T his w as the case in 1900, 
when President Taft w as inaugurated. 
When Abraham Lincoln w as inaugu­ 
rated for his first term in 18*51 the day 
w as overcast, although there w as no 
rain. 
There were high winds, how­ 
ever, varying from southw est to north­ 
west 
aud 
accompanied 
by 
rapid 
changes in tem perature. 
The mercury 
at one tim e registered 79 aud at ari­ 
ot lier period o f the day show ed .'JO de 
grees less. T he w eather bureau Iras no 
available record of the second Lincoln 
Inauguration in 18*55. 


Hayes Was Fortunate. 


Both of the Grant inauguration days 
were unpleasant. 
In 18*59, when he be- 
gan his first term, March 4 opened 
with rain, which continued until an 
hour before tire ceremonies. 
After 
that the day w as cloudy. 
T he tem per­ 
ature ranged from 30 to 43 degrees, 
w ith light winds. 
The second Grant 
inauguration, In 1873, w as signalized 
by very cold, but clear, weather. There 
were brisk north winds.

President Garfield carne into office 
In 1881 on a rainy day. 
T h e dow n­ 
pour starter! on March 3 and contin­ 
ued to within an hour o f noon on the 
4th. 
Brisk northw est w inds brought 
a drop In the tem perature in (hr* after 
noon. the mercury falling from 3*5 to 
29. 
Grover C leveland's first term began 
In 
1885 under balmy skies.

were general south winds, and th*' 
day w as warm and pleasant.

President Harrison w as Inaugurated

One of the Worst Days. 


President C leveland’s second luau 
gyration w as signalized by one o f the 
w orst days on record In W ashington.

The wind blew from the northw est, 
steadily Increasing during the a fter­ 
noon until It reached a velocity of 
thirty-six m iles j**r hour.

Colonel George W. Goethnls, chair­ 
man and ch ief engineer of the isth­ 
mian canal com m ission, is on a visit 
to W ashington.

Iii addi­ 
tion to the discom fort of n heavy blan­ 
ket of snow there were high winds and 
low tem peratures, the therm om eter va­ 
rying from 29 to 35. 
Tho storm did so much dam age to tel­

sands of elaborate descriptions of the 
Inauguration ceremony were printed all 
over tho United States on the presum p­ 
tion that the program arranged had 
been carried out. 
It w as not known 
until the next day that the inaugura 
tion arrangem ents had been knocked 
into a cocked hut. 
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fore, that we should not accept the 
rabid view s entertained by m any, but 
w e should think soberly, dispassionate­ 
ly. 
W e should remember that God
